THE HABITS OF THE SCOR- 
PION. 



An Insect Will till Kills lliC 
Xollier Before Going Into the 
World. 



A few years ago, wliilo in tho island 
of Jamaica, it was my fortunate chance 
to hrtvo an opportunity oE observing 
ijome very curious facts in connection 
with the genus of the arachnida class, 
commonly known as the scorpion, and 
the curious traits of character in these 
insects. Turning over some old papers 
in my office one day, 1 suddenly came 
upon a largo black scorpion, who 
promptly tried to heat a precipitate re- 
treat. Having read or heard somewhere 
that if you blow on a scorpion he will 
not move, 1 tried the experiment, and 
was greatly astonished to find that it 
had the desired effect. The scorpion 
slopped instantly, llattened himself 
close to the paper on which he had 
been running, and had all the appear- 
ance of "holding on" for dear life. 
While I continued to blow even lightly 
ho refused to move, though I pushed 
him with a pencil and shook the pap.er 
to which he clung so tenaciously. 
Directly I ceased blowing he advanced 
cautiously, only to stop again at the 
slightest breath. 1 was thus able to 
secure him in a glass tumbler which 
happened to be within reach, and then 
determined to trv another experiment 
as to the suicidal tendencies which J 
had heard runs in the veins of the pedi- 
palpi family. 

On the stone floor of the kitchen at- 
tached to riiy office 1 arranged a circle 
of burning sticks about three yards in 
.circumference, the sucks being so plac- 
ed that though there were no mean.-, of 
exit through the tire, it was not in 
tenbe, but small and cp-iite bearable as 
regards heat within a few incnes, so 
that the central part of the circle was 
perfectly cool. Into the centre I ac- 
cordingly dropped my scorpion, who, 
on reaching terra Brtna, darted oil in a 
gre'At hurry, only to be quickly brought 
to a halt on reaching within a few in- 
ches off the periphery of the circle. Af- 
' ter-'s short pause of reflection, he de- 
viated of the right, and ran once com- 
pletely around the circle as near to the 
tire sticks as it was prudent to venture. 
This he did three times, often approach- 
ing the burning sticks quite closely in 
his anxious endeavor 10 escape. Ln 
abo it a quarter of an hour, finding 
that his efforts were useless, he retired 
almost into the exact centre of the cir- 
cle, and there in a tragic manner rais- 
ed his tail till the sung or spur was 
close to bin head, gave himself two de 
liberate prods in the back of the neck, 
and thus miserably perished by his 
own hand. As I placed the body of 
the suicide in a bottle of spirits 1 al- 
most regretted that I had not let her 
" escape before I had resorted to such 
an extreme measure. 

•Mv last experience is even more 
curious than the preceding, as it bIiowh 
a remarkable provision of nature that 
is almost incredible. All 1 have ever 
read on the subject is contained in the 
following words: 

"Tho young Bcorpionsaro produced at. 
rariotis intervals, and are carried by the 
parent for several days upon her back,, 
during which time she never leaves her 
retreat." 

I was playing ft game of billiards in 
a small village in the Blue Mountains; 
there was no ceiling in the room, the 
roof being covered, as is the universal 
custom in Jatnica, with cedar wood 
shingles. My opponent was smoking a 
largo pipe, and suddenly, just as 1 was 
abou,t to make a stroke, what [ thought 
were the. contents of my friend's pipe 
fell on tho tablo close to the ball at 



which 1 was aiming. Instinctively I 
was on the point of brushing it off my 
hand, when, to my amazement, I saw it 
was a moving mass, which on closer in- 
spection turned out to be a very large 
female specimen of a scorpion, from 
which ran away in every direction a 
number of perfectly formed little scorp- 
ion about a quarter of an inch in 
length. The mother scorpion lav dying 
upon the billiard cloth, and soon ended 
her feeble struggles, the whole of her 
back eaten out bv her own offspring, 
of which, as they could not escape over 
the raised edge of the billiard table, wo 
killed the astonishing number of 
thirty-eight. They had not only been 
"carried by their parent," but they had 
lived on her, cleaning out her body 
from the shell of her buck, so that sho 
looked like an inverted conked crab 
from which the edible portions have 
been removed. She had clung to her 
retreat in the shingled roof until near 
the approach of death, when she had 
fallen and given us this curious specta- 
cle. I was told by the attendant that 
young scorpions always live thus at the 
expense of their mother's life, and that 
by the time hor strength is exhausted 
the horrid offspring are ready to shift 
for themselves.

Halifax, March 19. — Between mid- 
night and daylight this morning a 
severe southeasterly gale set in accom- 
panied by heavy snow. After daybreak 
it turned to rain, while the wind set- 
tled down more steadily at a strong 
rate. No serious dotnago is reported 
about tho city, In the harbour a 
heavy sea ran, and several vessels were 
dragged from their moorings, but were 
secured before any damage win done. 

St. John, N. K, March 19 — The 
storm to-day is the worst of the season. 
More snow fell in previous storms, but 
the wind was not so high as it has been 
to-day and the drifts were not so bad. 
Very little business has been done. 
Teams could make no headway through 
some streets, and a public meeting had 
to be postponed. Steamers did not leave 
port, and railway coiniiiuniect.ion has 
been seriously interrupted. Tint Quebec 
train, due at 7.:ll)a. in., had not arriv- 
ed at 7 p. in. The situation on the New 
Brunswick railway running west is 
worse. The train from Bangor, due 
early this forenoon, has been stuck in 
a snow drift two miles from the city 
since 8 a. m., rendering it impossible for 
i ruins to leave for Bangor, Fredericton 
etc. The storm, which is general through 
out theprovince, still prevails. Nearly 
two feet have fallen.

, THE LATE EARL CAIRNS. 

The Right Hon. Hu^h MacCalmout, 
(Earl Cuims) second aim of the late Wil 
lium Cairna, Esq., of Oultru, Count; 
Down, Ireland, waa born in 1819. He 
received his education at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where ho waa tirat class in classics, 
and obtained other academical honors. 
In January, 1844, he was called to the 
English bar at the Middle Temple, and 
booh acquired ah extensive practice in the 
courts of equity. I" July, 1852, ho was 
returned to the fiouse of Commons as one 
of the .members for Belfast, and he con- 
tintred*to> represent that city in tho con- 
servative interest until his elevation to 
thu judicial bench, lie was appointed 
one of Her Majesty's Counsol and a 
bencher of Lincoln's Inn in 185(3. When 
Lord Derby formed his administration in 
February, 185S, lie appointed to tho office 
of solicitor general Mr. Cairns, who on 
this occasion received thtrhonor of knight- 
hood. It is worthy of note that tho 
oarliest bill ho submitted to parliament 
related to chancery. reform, on which sub- 
ject he afterwards proposed several im- 
portant measures. Sir Hugh Cairns first 
showed himself to be a great parliamen- 
tary orator in the celebrated debate of 
four nights' duration in May, 18i)8, con- 
cerning Lord Canni ig's proclamation to 
tho inhabitants of our Indian empire. 
Many of his subsequent speeches in tho 
house ot Commons and more recently in 
the house of Peers, have justly boon re- 
garded as masterpieces of eloquence. 
When tho conservative administration re- 
signed in June, 1859, Sir Hugh Cairns' 
first brief tenure of oftieo oamo to 
an end. On the return of Lord 
Derby to power in Juno, ISOli, ho was 
appointed attorney general, and he 
worthily occupied for a few months the 
post which Sir Roundel] Palmar (now 
Lord Selborne) had held tinder tho lib- 
oral administration. The first vacancy 
which had occurred in the court of chan- 
cery (with tho exception of the woolaack) 
for the long period of fourteen years waa 
occasional OH Oct. 1, I860, by tho retire- 
ment of Sir James Knight Bruce, and Sir 
Huyh Cairns was appointed to succeed that 
votoran judge as lord justice of the court 
of appeal; being in the following Febru- 
ary (1807) raised to tho peerage as Baron 
Cairna of Garmoyl, in the county of An- 
trim, lie became lord high chancellor of 
Great Britain in Feb., 18(!8, and continued 
to hold that office until the resignation of 
Mr. Disraeli's ministry in Dec, 18(18, after 
which time, however, he continued to take 
an active part in tho legislative and judi- 
cial business of tho house of lords. In 
Fob., 1874, on the return of tho conser- 
vatives to power, he was reappointed lord 
high chancellor of Great Britain, and ho 
hold that ollico till April, 1880. In Sept., 
1878, he was created a viscount and earl 
of the United Kingdom by the titles of 
Viscount Garmoyl in tho county of An- 
trim and Earl Cairns. His lordship was 
made L.L.D. of Cambridge in 18(12; D. C. 
L. of Oxford in 1863; and was elected 
chancellor of the University of Dublin in 
18C7. Earl Cairna died unexpectedly on 
Wednesday night. Lord Garmoyl, whose 
escapade with Miss Fortescue is still fresh 
in the minds of our readers, is the eldest 
son of the dead earl and succeeds to tho 
title. The now earl waa in New York at 
last accounts, where he was leading a 
rathor disreputable life. 

THE BRITISH ARMY. 



An article of much interest appear- 
ed in the January number of the Edin- 
burgh Review on tin; statu of the 
British army. The magazine referred 
to is strongly Liberal, and therefore its 
plain statements may lie received as free 
from political. bias as against the ad- 
ministration of the day. According in 
the article under view the number of 
enlisted men for 1884, for whom esti- 
mates were voted, was 140,31-1, but it 
has been found impracticable to keep 
the su-eno'di up 'o wiihin 5,000 of that 
number, so ti M I 000 is the total of 
the regular arun. Ui these GU.00U are 
in India, 30,0u0 in Ireland and 16,000 
in Egypt. That the British soldier is 
poorly paid is not a new fact, but a 
very old one. It gathers new Bignitic 
ance, Inwever, from the fact that there 
has been in a quarter of a century [last 
a general advance in the wages, and a 
great improvement in the condition of 
the working classes generally, which 
makes the soldier's pay relatively less 
than it was-. The reviewer tells us 
that "the infantry soldier averages 
about sixpence a day clearance after 
paying for necessaries, clothing, mat- 
erials and various stoppages." There 
is no wonder that men prefer not to 
become food for powder at so cheap a 
rate. The service is admittedly unpopu- 
lar. And some of the facts disclosed as 
to the physical stature and condition of 
the men enrolled are of a character 
far from assuring. Thus we are told 
that "the British army draws its re- 
cruits from tho tanks of the street 
loafers in tho great cities, starving 
operatives and shiftless peasants, the 
offscouring of town and country. The 
consequent enfeeblenient of its effec- 
tive fighting strength is shown by one 
or two facts from the recent history of 
British military enterprises. In Feb- 
ruary, 1879, five battalions were called 
for to go to the Capo to retrieve the 
Zulu disaster. Their officers had to re- 
port that no less that 1045 of their 
men, 209 per battalion, must bo left at 
home, as physically unlit. To make 
good this heavy discount for incapabies 
the same number of effective men, fit 
for active service, had to he drafted 
from other battalions. The 91st High- 
landers, for example, embarked 893 
strong, of whom no fewer than 474 were 
volunteers from eleven different regi- 
ments. In March, 1S84, three regiments 
were ordered to the Mediterranean, 
and out of tho total strength of 1700 
privates there were 9C0 men of less 
than two years' service, over 500 had 
never fired a shot or had any instruc 
tion in musketry, and 700 of tbem 
were under twenty years of ago, mere 
boys, in fact, who, in activo servic, 
would have passed into hospital by 
platoons. { Generalizing from these 
startling details the United Service 
Gazette^ the military journal of London, 



has declared that "not two-thirds of 
the infantry men paid, fed, and clothed 
as soldiers are able to do soldiers' work, 
i. e., take part in a campaign." We 
trust that matters are not quite so bad 
as thev have been painted, but if the 
nation undertakes to light Russia as 
well as tho false prophet, while at the 
same time holding Ireland in subjec- 
tion by force of arms, she will need an 
army such as at present she has not. 

WATER AS MILK. 

The President of the London Society 
of Public Analysis makes the astonish- 
ing statement that .£7,500,000 is paid 
every year in that city by customers 
for witter distinguished as milk — a pro- 
duet nearly equal to the additional 
penny on tho income tax of Great Bri 
tain. His experience as a public an 
alyst has convinced him that milk ad- 
ulteration is the most lucrative busi- 
ness in London, and that the public is 
practically unprotected under existing 
laws. Ho advocates increased penalties 
on first and subsequent convictions, a 
systematic correction of samples, the 
fixing of a definite standard of quality 
and the abolition of.any system where 
by dealers may be judged on the evi- 
dence of decomposed milk. London in 
this respect is evidently far behind 
even the smallest of American cities in 
practical measures for the prevention 
of footl adulterations, the inspectors 
collecting samples not oftenor than once 
a mouth, and imposing such trivial 
fines that dishonest dealers can afford 
to pay them many times over and still 
go on watering their milk as usual.

I.SSU RANCH. 
During tho past two or three weeks the 
banking and commerce committee have 
been considering the insurance bill, deal- 
ing with tho co-operative or assessment 
lino of insurance. Tho old line of cum 
panics have mado a big light to keep the 
provisions affecting these latter compa- 
nies out of tho insurance act of 1877, 
their contention being that legislation for 
tho assessment companies should come 
under a separate bill. The committee 
havo arrayed themselves on the two sides, 
and soma lively sparring has resulted. 
It has been contended that inany compa- 
nies insure with tho assessment companies 
not knowing what thoy are really com 
mitting themselves to. Sir R. Cartwright, 
in his pompous manner, said yesterday 
that there could bo no difficulty on that 
point, because if parties could not see 
their own policies they could see the pol- 
icy of some other person. Your worthy 
representative, Mr. Baker, got up and 
quietly said that after three years' ac- 
quaintanceship with the worthy knight 
he had not had the pleasure of seeing his 
(Cartwright'a) policies yet. The commit- 
tee wero convulsed with laughter, and the 
opinion was freely expressed that Mr 
Baker had got oil' one of tho best things 
of tho session.

AGRICULTURAL PIIODUOTS. 

The value of agricultural products ex- 
ported from the Dominion for the last 
fiscal year is shown by the trade and nav- 
igation returns to have amounted to §12, 
397,843 This is, however, only tin; 
pr jduco of the sod, and is exclusive of 
animals and their products, which 
amounted to §22,946,108, making alto 
gether a total of $35,343,951, it over one 
third of the whole e"xports of the Doiniti - 
ion. It is anticipated that thu bountiful 
harvests of last autumn will probably 
swell thu total amount of tho agricultural 
exports during the present year to still 
larger proportions. 

Tho value of cattle and sheep exported 
in 1884 is estimated at 88,402,345, an in - 
crease of 870,990 over 1883 The total 
number of imports through the Point 
Levis Quarantine during the year was: 
Canada, cattle 323, sheep 303, awine 20; 
United States, cattle 1,284, sheep 170. 
swino 60. Totals— cal tie J,(i07, Bheep 
473, swine 2G. The report states that the 
large number of pure bred cattlo import- 
ed during the last five years has already 
created a perceptible improvement in Ca- 
nadian herds, and cattlo shippers gener- 
ally aro beginning to realize its const- - 
quont valuu. 

PATENTS. 

Tho foes received for patents in 1884 
havo been less than in 1883 This is ac- 
counted for in tho report by I he small 
number of patents for which tho full fif- 
teen years' fee lias been paid Hince 1883, 
after tho amendment in tho patent act 
came into force, by which all patents 
were deemed to be granted for fifteen 
years, and which allowed payments of foes 
to be mado in five yearly periods. The 
number of patents on which the fee of SCO 
for fiftoon years was paid, during thu year 
1883, was 184; and for tho year 1884 tho 
number fell off to 84. 

Tin; Prince of Wale's Visit. 

Dublin, March 24. — Lord Mayor O'Con- 
nor has procured another British Hag for 
the Mansion house to replace the one stolon 
by a party of Btudeutq, and the new flag is 
strictly guarded by policemen. The fouling 
over the coming visit of the Prince of Wales 
is becoming warmer every day. It is prob- 
able that tho whole city will be divided into 
two fierco factions by tho time of tho Prince's 
arrival. 



THE C. P. K.'S PLIGHT. 

The Kejeclion of Their Propo- 
sition Confirmed. 

WHAT THEV WILL DO NEXT 



Montreal, March 24. — There was a 
stir in business circles to-day over tho an- 
nouncement mado in this morning's Ga- 
zette that the government had, at a privy 
council meeting on Saturday, rejected the 
application that WAS mado by tho Can.- 
adian Pacific Railway. A gentleman well 
posted in Canadian Pacific history re- 
marked that it is generally understood 
that the Company asked the government 
for an immediate cash advance of from 
$4,000,000 to t-5.000.000 with which to 
wipe out their present floating liabilities. 
Ho continued: — "Some three months ago 
thu company for the first time gave pro- 
missory notes to their creditors, which 
wero discounted at the banks and which 
fa.l due next month. The cash advance 
asked for was to meet these notes, and at 
the same time wiped out pressing claims 
that required liquidation. Tho govern- 
ment refused tho cnah advance, as they 
themselves have more floating liabilities 
than they can attend to. If the Gazette 
editorial represents tho views of the gov- 
ernment, and in view of the announce- 
ment made by the government it evident- 
ly does, the government will only accept 
the company's $15,000,000 bonds at tho 
same price as is paid for them by tho pub 
lie, while it will hold tho entire land grant 
of the company to protect tho remaining 
§15,000,000." TheC. P. It. officials are 
very sullen and quiet over the whole affair 
when inquiries are mado of them. 
The Gazette's statement is as follows: — 
"In answer to a question by Mr. Blake 
this afternoon Sir John Mactlonald stated 
that a proposition of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company had been submitted to 
the government on Tuesday last and con- 
sidered by the privy council on Saturday, 
with the result that tho proposition as sub- 
mitted was rejected. The premier intimat- 
ed, in making Ins reply, that a second ap 
plication for aid may be made by the com 
pany. It is not a matter of surprise that 
the first proposal of tin" company has not 
been acceded to ; it leaned too much in their 
interest to give approval, and lacked those 
modifications which have already been in- 
dicated as indispensible to obtain the sup- 
port of parliament to a measure looking to 
the relief of the company and at the same 
time the preservation of the country's con- 
tiol of the property now enjoyed. The 
company will in all probability modify their 
demands so as to obviate the necessity of 
any advance of credit on tho part of the 
government or repurchase of the land, and 
if lines indicated by the Gazette are follow- 
ed, there will be a general concensus of 
opinion in favor of an arrangement by 
which the shareholders of the company will 
have an opportunity of making a further 
investment in the enterprise, and by which 
the country's interest will be adequately 
protected."

The Southern Pacific Lenses the 
Central Pacific. 

New ITokk, March :il —The whole line 
of the Central Pacific railroad and 
branches north of Goshen ll»ve been leased 
for a term of ninety nine years tn the 
Southern Pacific company, tho same cor- 
poration which recently leased the line of 
the "Sunset. Route" between San Fran- 
cisco and New Orleans. 'I he contract 
takes effect April 1st, and provides: that 
the lesseu agrees to maintain the road and 
property in good order; is to assume all 
lawful obligations in respect thereto, and 
pay all taxes, charges and interest on its 
bonded and floating debt, as the same may 
mature. The lessor is to receive, in ad- 
dition to rental', a minimum sum of 
§1,200,000 per annum, and so much moro 
as tho aurnlu-t earnings may justify up to 
a sum of @3,G00,000. This latter sum is 
equal to 6 per centum upon its present 
capital stock of 859,375,500. The trans- 
fer includes certain roads in California, 
heretofore leased and operated by tho 
Central Pacific. 

A Mother's Awful Sight. 

Paduoah, Ky., March 21. — Daniel 
Cook ami wife, who live on the Toiiiiusbuu 
river, left homo yesterday, leaving three 
children in the house. His wifu on her 
return discovered the building in flames 
She could see thu children huddled to- 
gether in tho front room, their arms 
clasped around one another, crying fran- 
tically, but sho was powerless to assist 
them, and was compelled to see them burn 
to death. An hour later her husband re- 
turned, to find his home in ruins, his 
children dead, and his wife aonaoless upon 
the ground.

A PITIABLE PLIGHT. 

The Missing Vessel Prince 
Wales Stranded in Hud- 
son Buy.

Montreal, March 23. — The office of 
the Lludaon Bay Company has received 
full particulars of tho whereabouts of their 
missing vessel, tho Princo of Wales, which 
left Moose factory, Hudson Bay, for Lon- 
don, Eng., with a cargo of fura, in Sep- 
tember last. 'I ho vessel was caught in 
the ice before reaching liio upon sua, and 
all attempts to locate her worn fruitless. 
It now appears that the vessel lies high 
and dry on one of the small islands in the 
bay, having been furcod through tha mud 
by tho immense ice floes which were set- 
ting down tho Gulf, nnd which snapped 
her anchor chains by which she was hold. 
The vessel is badly Btrainud, and it is 
feared that when tho. ice breaks up 
in June she will become a total wreck. 
Tho cargo is worth £300,000, Tho crow 
deserted the vessel and made their way to 
tho centre of tho island, where thoy havo 
been living ever since under canvas, and 
suffering untold miseries from tho oitrotno 
cold, tho scarcity of provisions and wator. 
Two of them have died from tho priva- 
tions, and the whole of tbem aro reported 
as being in a pitiable plight. Dog trains 
have been sout to them with provisions 
and clothes, and Indians have boon sent 
to hunt for fresh meat, as nearly all tho 
men are suffering from Bcurvy.

MEXICO. 

Congress was 
opened last evening, and President Diaz iu 
his message, says iu regard to the attempt 
of Gen. Barrios against the independence 
of Coutral American states, there are 
especial duties imposed on Mexico by its 
honor and sentimonts of justice, its neigh- 
borhood to the belligerents, aud its peculiar 
rotation with thu aggressor. President 
Diaz says he answ ered lieu. Barrios, frankly 
condemning his act. The .Mexican people 
have approved his action. 

CANADA. 
OTTAWA, April 1. — Many members around 
the house to-night blame tho government 
for not using the American route for trans- 
porting troops, either by permission of tho 
United Slates or by sending arms and ac- 
coutrements through tho lines and men at- 
tired in plain clothes. 

CENTRAL AMERICA 

Panama, April 2, — The particulars of tho 
battle of Colon ami the burning of that city 
uro still meitgerly reported. Tho attack 
upon the rebel chief Preston by tho Colom- 
bia troops was led by Col. Ullous. Preston's 
forces wero utterly routed. It was a severe 
engagement. As soon as Preston became 
convinced it would bo impossible for him 
to maintain bis position, he set tire to tho 
city in various places and then made his 
escape. Only a few of his followers sue- 
cooded in getting away with him.

Visitors have streamed to 
tho palace throughout the day, and thou- 
sands of congratulatory letters and tele- 
graphic dispatches, including messages 
from nllEuropeaa courts, have been received.

FRANCE. 

Paris, April 2. — A scene of tumultuous ex- 
citement occurred this afternoon in the 
chamber of deputies: iC. M. Jolhbois, in a 
strong speech, accused the proprietors of 
the Parisian newspaper Lo Paris of having 
published yesterday evening for speculative 
purposes a report that China had accepted 
tho peace proposals which had been made 
by Ferry. M. Jolhbois denounced in un- 
measured terms this conduct, which he pro- 
nounced a scandal of so grave a character 
as to be beyond toleration by tho French 
peoplo. lie urged the immediate impeach- 
ment of the ministers, aud moved that M. 
Henri Urisson, president of the chamber, 
be appointed a committee to go to Presi- 
dent Grevy and ask him to officially appoint 
a commission to transact tho business of 
the state pending the formation of a new 
ministry. Tho motion was rejected by a 
voto of -138 to 77. The chamber of deputies 
then adjourned until Saturday. 

Paris, April '2. — "Tho exile of tho Or- 
leans princes," it is, reported, will bo tho 
featuro of M. Do Freycinot's programme. 
M. De Froyoinet makes but slow progress 
in his task of securing tho new ministry. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Norfolk, Vn., April 2.— Bain Bros., 
bankers nt Portsmouth, Vn., and the Frank- 
lin Savings Bank of this city havo cloBod 
their doors. 

ENGLAND. 

London, April '2. — Tho steamer America, 
of tho National Line, has been ordered by the 
government to be gotteu in readiness for 
naval transport BOtvico within a fortnight. 
Tho America is to bo armed with ten guns. 

Tho Atlantic steam ship' companies are re- 
ported to bo considering the advisability of 
raising passenger faros and freight rates. 
If tho contemplated advance be decided 
upon the reason given will be tho depletion 
of Atlantic fleets by tho government's do- 
mands for transports. 

EGYPT. 

London, April 2 — A despatch from 
Gon. Graham, dated six o'clock this even- 
ing, gives the following history of tho 
day's advance! "We advanced at four 
o'clock this morning with the entire force 
in square formation, tho cavalry scouting. 
Wo reached tho zareba at ton o'clock. 
Thoro wo reconnoitered from balloon. 
Tho enemy was reported visiblu in small 
n um bora. The weather is fairly cool, and 
only a few men fell out of the ranks for 
water. Wo continued to advance in the 
afternoon until three o'clock, the mounted 
infantry and Bengal calvary scouting. At 
3 o'clock we occupied Treielah hill, east- 
ward of Tamai. Tho enemy appears to 
have retirod, but no precautions against 
an attack will bo neglected. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Nxw YORK, April 2.— There is a quiet 
hum of preparation to day at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard and at tho marine barrackr. 



The cause is said to bean intimation from 
Washington that it would bo well to havo 
tho available- marine corp3 on this station 
ready for transportation to tho Isthmus 
of Panama la order to protect A merican 
interests. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, April 2. — Mrs. Sarah 
Kennedy, who «hot and killed her hus- 
band last December, waa acquitted to- 
day. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, April 2. — A dispatch reached 
hoio from Colonel O'Brien to-day order- 
ing the York Rangers to hold themselves 
in readiness to leave this afternoon. Bul- 
letins were immediately issued from the 
newspaper uflices and the greatest excite- 
ment prevails. Crowds aro on the way 
to tho Queen's wharf, whero tho Rangers 
will embark and ba joined by tho Simcoo 
Forosters contingent.

CHINA. 

LIoNiiKONU, April 2. — Tho French on 
Monday began an attack on Ping Poo or 
Fisher's island situated in and command- 
ing tho channol between Formosa and 
China. Tho mainland engagement lasted 
until late Tuesday when tho French suc- 
ceeded in securing an occupation. French 
losses aro reported to have been trifling, 
only three being killed and 12 wounded, 
while it is said tho Chinese lost 000. 

Paris, April 2 —Gon. DeLisle telo- 
graphs as follows from Hanoi under date 
of Wednesday: "Gen. Negrior is making 
favorsblo progress toward recovery.

Ln Paris reasserts that China has ac- 
cepted the French peace proposals and de- 
clares the French defeat at Langson oc- 
curred beforehand and yet Mr. Campbell 
on Thursday evening imparted to M. 
Ferry the Chinese reply which waa favor- 
able, China only reserving certain details 
in regard to the date and manner of 
evacuation of Tonquin by tho Chinese 
troops. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
New York, April 2. — From Aspinwall 
is received a report of the serious loss of 
mail matter in the destruction of tho city 
by firo on tho 31st ultimo.

A SCHOONER'S CREW TERRIFIED AND' 
THE VESSEL DRIFTING. 

A Tug Captain's story uf the Beast's Its- 
cup t tiro — Four ltovolvors untl II Shot- 
Gun llruucflt Into Action- 
Hot Water Core. 



[ThllnJelplilii Times.] 
"I think It must have been about half- 
past 3 o'clock, said Ctipt. Ueuloy, of tho 
tug-boat Hercules, "wheu tho man on, 
watch ran down to my bunk and .shook' 
me up with the startling news that there 
was u .schooner drifting down upon us 
broadside to. 1 slipped a pea- jacket on 
and ran on deck, and sure enough there 
was ft oOO- ton schooner bearing down 
illioii us with all her sails set. She had; 
her side lights up, but there was nobody 
at th(i wheel. V/'ittt surprised uio 
was that she should drift almost broad- 
Bide to the wind with her cativai on. The 
only way I could account for it was that 
her anchor was down and dragging the 
bottom. She fortunately did not collide 
with tho tugboat, and as she drifted past 
I shouted in hopes of waking up the peo- 
ple on board, for, to tell the truth, I 
thought they had all turned in without 
setting any anchor watch and that the 
schooner hud simply drifted from her 
moorings. You can imagine my surprise) 
when at least half a do/.en voices answered 
my shout As the scuooner loomed up 
through the morning mist I made out the 
situation of the men. 

"There was one man standing on tho 
foretopnnist crosstroes, with a red hand- 
kerchief tied in the rigging above his 
head; another stood up in the maintop, 
shouting, and in the yawl- boat astern 
where three men, one of whom stood up 
In the bows of the boat with an oar in his 
hand, as if he were waiting for somebody 
or something to show over the ship's ta.t- 
rail. As they drifted past one of the men 
In the yawl got up and shouted: 

" 'Come aboard of us, for God's sakel 
We are helpless!' 

"At first, I could not imagine what was 
the matter, except that the vessel was in 
the hands of mutineers. This I thought 
probable, as there were only live men to 
LeJJeon. There were still two or three 
men to be accounted for judging from the 
the schooner's si/.e. The men in the boat/ 
still kept shouting and waving at us, so 
1 called the tug's crew, got our anchor up 
and started in chase of the drifting 
schooner. She was drifting in shore, and 
by the time we got within a cable's length 
of her she grounded. By that time 1 made 
preparations to board the vessel and cap- 
ture the mutineers who I supposed had 
possession of her ! I shouted to the men in 
the yawl to cut adrift and come on hoard 
of us, but they had only one oar in the 
boat. As wegot near the schooner I mus- 
tered the live men on board the Hercules 
and counted our weapons. We had tlueo 
revolvers and a shot gun. 

'Now let her go for tho Schooner,' I 
yelled to the pilot as 1 reached up for the 
signal rope and blew three shrill whistles. 
The last shriek had hardly died away when 
a terrific, blood curdling roar that almost, 
took us oil' our feet" came from the 
schooner's deck. We were almost along- 
side and 1 bad barely lime to pull two 
bells to back her when the vessels touched. 
There was a jar, the schooner trembled, 
and as the tug drew slowly oil', another, 
terrific roar drowned the ii"ise of escaping 
steam. A great monster of a tiger spuing 
from behind the galley house. Three 
revolvers unci a shot-gun were pointed ad 
the brute. 'Hold on, boys,' I said, 'let us 
make up our minds what is best.' 

"The schooner screw, who were perched 
in the rigging, yelled for us to shoot low 
and kill the beast. I pulled one hell mid 
stopped the tug. By this time the men in 
the yawl boat had cut adrift and they 
clambered over the side of thu 
tug. They were Captain l ettit and the 
mate and cook of the schooner. There 
Was no lime for explanations. Captain 
l'cttlt had a heavy navy revolver with him 
and we now slowly steamed around tho 
stern of the schooner and crept up along- 
side as close as we could with safety. 

"His majesty, the royal Bengal tiger lay 
dozing on the starboard side of the gat- 
ley house. As 1 pulled the gong to stop 
the tug he raised his head and 1 gave the 
word 'aim!' lie looked at us for a, 
moment, and, as he opened his mouth to 
roar, 1 shouted 'lire!' Tho contents of 
four revolvers and a shot gun were poured 
ut the tiger, and with a roar of rage and 
pain that you could have heard a mile 
off, the animal rose on his haunches. Uno 
of his forepnws hung limp. The beast 
tried to gather himse f up for a spring but 
he couldn't manage it; ho had been pep 
pered in the legs. 

" '1 don't want to kill the tiger,' said 
Capt. l'ettll, 'if we can get him to go 
hack between decks, where his cage is,

In two seconds wo 
were on board the schooner, the hatches 
were on and the tiger was secured. For 
an hour after Capt. Pct.it sat in my cabin 
and told me and my crew how he mau- 
aged to get into such a lix. He had taken 
the tiger on board at llichmond. He had 
heen sold by Adam Korepaugh to the 
trustoes of Roger Williams I'ark in Prov- 
idence, H. L, to be placed in the manag- 
erio there. In a windstorm at night, 
coming down the river, the i age broko 
adrift from its fastenings and was sn dam- 
aged that the beast managed to crawl out. 
'lhe hatchway over his cage had been left 
open for air and the tiger took possession 
of the schooner's deck! They had been 
drifting for nearly three hours when we 
sighted them. "

Subduing Africa With .Tewshnrp*. 

[New York Sun.] 

Tho missionaries were seated around tho 
altar. They represented the eastern wing 
of Bishop Taylor's intended missionary 
expedition Into central Africa under the 
direction of the Methodist church. They 
were holding what is called a holiness con- 
vention in the Carroll Street church. The 
company is composed of eighteen men, 
fourteen women, nnd fifteen children. 
They havo been recruited from all parts of 
the United States. Among them aru busi- 
ness men, ministers and one primer. 

"Our outfit and passage," said one, 
"have been paid for by voluntary sub- 
scriptions, but when we arrive in Africa 
we intend to be self-supporting— that is, 
we shall teach the natives in exchange for 
the necessaries of life We expect to ar- 
rivo at Loauda in about live weeks. From 
Loanda we shall travel by boat 120 miles 
up the Cuanzn river, and thu rest of tho 
1,000 miles into the heart of Africa will 
bo traveled on foot. Among our supplies 
are 30,000 yards of calico, which we shall 
use as currency, axes for building huts, 
and soino small musical instruments, 
mouth harmonicas and jews-harps. The 
idea of jews-harps was suggested by^ a 
story of a commercial traveler in Africa, 
who, fatlling otherwise to attract the at- 
tention of the natives, mounted a rock 
and played on his jew's-harp so effectively 
that the natives became infatuated with 
the instrument, and gladly exchanged a 
pound of ostrich feathers for a jew's- 
harp. " 

Mound Building and Religious Belief*

Among the earliest of religious beliefs is 
that of Animism, or nature worship. 
Next to this in the rising scale is animal 
worship, and following it is sun worship. 
Animism is the religion of tho savage and 
hunter races, who are generally wander- 
ers. Animal worship is thu religion of 
the sedentary tribes, and is peculiar to a 
condition where agriculture and perma- 
nent village lifo appear. Sua worship is 
the religion of village tribes and is pecul- 
iar to the stago which borders upon the 
civilized. It is a religion which belongs 
to tho sttUus of barbarism, but often 
passes over into the civilized stale.
